Open to 
visitors Tuesdays, 10a m. to5p.m.

Pasadena.—‘‘ Crown of the Val- 
ley.” Beautiful residences, drives 
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and orange groves, situated nine 
miles northeast of Los Angeles, at 
the foot of the Sierra Madre Mount- 
ains, and is connected with the city 
by So. Pacific, Santa Fe and Salt 
Lake Railways, and Pacific Electric 
Line. Round ‘Trip 25c. 


Flollywood.— An attractive suburb, 
25 minutes from center of city on Los 
Angeles-Pacific Electric Line. 


Mount Lowe.— One hour’s ride from 
Los Angeles to Mount Lowe Rail- 
way, which is the most wonderful 
mountain railway in the world. 
From Altadena, a ride up the mount- 
ains, toan elevation of 5,000 feet, is 
made in open electric cars through 
the canons of the Sierra Madre 
mountains. Visitors should not miss 
this trip. Alpine Tavern is open all 
the year round. ‘Take Los Angeles 
and Pasadena Electric cars. 


South Pasadena Ostrich Farm.— 
One of the growing industries of 
Southern California. Over 200 birds 
of allsizes. Farm reached by Los An- 
geles and Pasadena Electric cars, 
Salt Lake and Santa Fe railroads. 
One of the most interesting places in 
Southern California. 


San Gabriel Misston.— Founded 
September 8, 1771, and is stillina 
remarkable state of preservation. 
This. building is mentioned in 
“Ramona.” San Gabriel is twelve 
miles from the city, and can be 
reached by the Alhambra line of the 
Pacific Electricand Southern Pacific 
Railways, or tally-ho lines. 


San Fernando Mission.— Almost 
twenty-one miles northwest of the 
city. Founded in 1797. ‘The mission 
is situated in the oldest olive grove 
in California. Southern Pacific 
Railway. 


San Fuan Captstrano.— Fifty-seven 
miles southeast of city. Founded 
1776. Here is located one of the old 
missions lately repaired by the 
Landmarks Club. On the Santa Fe 
Railway en route to San Diego. 


Camulos.—Home of Ramona. Is 
situated in a delightful valley, 45 
miles from city, en route to Santa 
Barbara. 


La Gabriela.—'Tienda Americana; 
on El Camino Real, opposite San 
Gabriel Mission. Spanish and Mexi- 
can curios on exhibition. 

County Farm.— On Salt Lake Rail- 
way, about 10 miles south of the city. 
A model farm resembling a well kept 
park. 
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Redondo —is seventeen miles from Los Angeles. Is one of the principal shipping ports for Los Angeles, anda 
leading seaside resort. Hotel Redondo is second to"none of its sort on the Pacific Coast. The largest carnation gardens 
in the United States is the attraction for which this resort is most famous. Frequent electric service from Second and 
Spring streets connects this charming place with the center of Los Angeles. 


Catalina Island.—Avalon, the Swiss resort of America, open the year round. Fine fishing and bathing. Reached 
by Southern Pacific and Salt Lake Railways and Wilmington Transportation Steamers. 3% hours ride from Los Angeles. 


Angel's Flight, Incline Railway to 
hill section, I‘hird and Hill streets, 
over the Third street tunnel. 

Country Club. Joins the city 
limits. Los Angeles railway and 
Los Angeles-Pacific. 

Whittier State School. 'Twelve 
miles from city. So. Pacific Rail- 
way. 

Santa Monica Carnation Ftelds.— 
Los Angeles-Pacific Electric rail- 
way. 

Redondo Carnation Fields.—Wos 
Angeles-Pacific Electric and Re- 
dondo Railways, and Santa Fe Rail- 
way. 

Mount Wilson.— By trail to top of 
mountain. Pacific Electric, South- 
ern Pacific and Santa Fe railways. 

Soldiers’ Home.—Wocated in a 
beautiful park, and is the home of 
veterans of the Civil war, with a 
total enrollment of 2,500. Is three 
miles from Santa Monica, on the 
lines of the Southern Pacific and 
Los Angeles-Pacific railways. 

Baldwin Ranch.—Owned by Lucky 
Baldwin. The Show Ranch of So. 
California. Eighteen miles east of 
Los Angeles. Santa Fe, So. Pacific 
Railway and Monrovia Electric line 
pass through it. Tally-Hos make 
daily trips during fall and winter 
season, passing ostrich farm and 
San Gabriel Mission en route. 


Idyllwild- Among the- Pines.—Sit 
tated in Strawberry Valley, 5250 feet 
above sea level. Sixty miles east of 
Los Angeles. Reached by rail over 
the Santa Fe to San Jacinto. From 
there stages and automobiles convey 
the tourist twenty-two miles through 
Orange groves aud well established 
mountain drives to Idyllwild Park, 
where ample accommodations are 
provided for a one night’s stay ora 
year’s sojourn. One of the most at- 
tractive mountain resorts in South- 
ern California.

STREET RAILWAYS 


LOS ANGELES RAILWAY CO. 


Southern Pactfiic Depot Line con- 
nects with all trains at Arcade sta- 
tion, and ruus via Fifth, Fourth, 
Main and Spring streets to the 
Plaza, and allthe leading hotels. 


University Line runs through the 
business section on Spring street 
from University station of the 
Southern Pacific and Agricultural 
Park through to East Los Angeles, 
to Daly street. Cars every four and 
a half minutes. 

Westlake Park Line cars start from 
Second and Spring streets, via 
Second, Olive, First, and Alvarado, 
to Westlake Park. Cars every seven 
minutes. 


Pico Heights Line cars operate 
from ‘emple block, via Main, First, 
Broadway, ‘Tenth, Flower and Pico 
to Country Club and golf grounds. 
Cars every five minutes. 


Boyle Hetghts and Seventh Street 
Line through business section, via 
First, Broadway and Seventh to 
Rampart street and Westlake Park 
on the west, and Evergreen Cemetery 
on the east. Cars every five minutes. 


Cummings Street Line.—Cars on 
this line connect at First and Cum- 
mings street with the Boyle Heights 
and Seventh street line and run di- 
rect to Hollenbeck park, Hollenbeck 
home and Los Angeles Orphan Asy- 
lum. 

Main Street Line cars leave Tem- 
ple block every five minutes via 
Main and Jefferson and Wesley av- 
enue to Agricultural Park, passing 
Westminster and Van Nuys hotels 
and Chutes. 


Grand and Downey Avenue Line.— 
This trunk line passes through the 
main arteries of the city from Jeffer- 
son street and Grand avenue, via 
Grand avenue, Seventh, Broadway, 
First, Spring, Main, San Fernando 
Streets, Downey avenue and Prit- 
chard street to Eastlake Park. Cars 
every five minutes. 


West Ninth Street Line cars operate 
from Temple block, via Main, First, 
Spring and Ninth streets to Grand 
View avenue. Cars every five min- 
utes. 

Washington Street Line operates 
from the Santa Fe (La Grande) Sta- 
tion, via ‘Third, Second, Spring, 
Fifth, Olive, Sixth, Figueroa and 
Washington streets, to Rosedale 
Cemetery and Westernavenue. Cars 
every seven minutes. 


Vernon Cars leave Second and 


’ Spring streets every seven minutes 


via Second street and Central ave- 
nue to Vernon, passing Southern 
Pacific station (Arcade), offices, 
power house and shops of the Los 
Angeles Railway company.

Angeles on the Santa Fe. City of 
20,000 inhabitants. Situated on one 
of the finest harbors in the world.

Known as the 
Home-Land of Southern California. 


Santa Barbara.—112 miles north- 
west of Los Angeles on the Southern 
Pacific Coast Line. One of the old- 
est and best tourist resorts in South- 
ern California. ‘The Santa Barbara 
Mission located here is one of the 
landmarks of the Franciscan Fath- 
ers. Splendid hotel accommoda- 
tions. 

Kite- Shaped Track.— This is a 
unique and attractive feature of the 
Santa Fe system in Southern Cali- 
fornia.
